Leave these stitches on a spare needle. 

Using the No. 10 Needles, cast on 128 stitches, and repeat 
from ** to ** once. Place the No. 10 Needle behind 
the No. 9 Needle and, using a No. 9 Needle, knit together 
1 stitch from each needle to form a hem. 

Using the No. 9 Needles, continue in plain, smooth fabric 
until the work measures 1 5 inches from the commence' 
ment.

THE SLEEVES.— Using the No. 12 Needles, cast on 
64 stitches. . 

1st row. — K.2, * P.l, K.l, repeat from ♦ to the end of 
the row. Repeat the 1st row forty times. 

Using the No. 7 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Knit plain. 

2nd row. — K.l, purl to the last stitch, K.l. 

Continue working in plain, smooth fabric, increasing once 
at each end of the needle in the next and every following 
6th row, until there are 96 stitches on the needle. 

Continue without shaping until the work measures 20 
inches from the commencement. 

Decrease once at each end of the needle in every row 
until 30 stitches remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in the same manner. 

THE NECK-BAND. — Sew up the shoulder seams. 

Using the No. 12 Needles, with points at both ends, and 
with the right side of the work facing, knit up 66 
stitches evenly along the left side of the neck and 67 
stitches along the right side, work in rib across the stitches 
at the back of the neck (168 stitches). 

1st round. — (K.l, P.l) thirty-two times, P.l, slip 1, 
K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., (K.l, P.l) fifty times. 

2nd and alternate rounds. — * K.l, P.l repeat from ♦ to 
the end of the round. 

3rd round. — (K.l, P.l) thirty-two times, slip 1 purl ways. 
P.2 tog., p.s.s.o., P.l, (K.l. P.l) forty-nine time*;.^ 

5th round. — (K.l, P.l) thirty-one times, slip 1, K.2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., P.l, (K.l, P.l) forty-nine times. 

7th round. — (K.l, P.l) thirty times, K.l. slip I purlways, 
P.2 tog., p.s.s.o.. (K.l, P.l) forty-nine times. 

8th round. — Like the 2nd round. Cast off. 

THE ARM-HOLE BANDS.— Using the four No. 12 
Needles, with the right side of the work facing, knit up 
114 stitches evenly round the arm-hole. 

1st round.— K.2, * P.l. K.l, repeat from ♦ to the end of 
the round. Repeat this round eight times. Cast off. 
Work another Arm-hole Band in the same manner. 

TO MAKE UP PULLOVER.— With a slightly damp 
cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up the side and 
sleeve seams. Sew in the sleeves, placing seam to seam.

19th row.— K.l, P.1, (K.4, P.3) six times, K.8, (P.3, K.4) 
six times, P.1, K.l. 

21st row. — K.l, K.2 tog., K.2, (P.3, K.4) six times, P.2, 
(K.4, P.3) six times, K.2, K.2 tog., K.l. 

23rd row. — (K.4, P.3) six times, K.4, P.2, K.4, (P.3, 

K.4) six times.

29th row. — K.2, (P.3, K.4) six times, P.6, (K.4, P.3)

(K.4, P.3) six times, K.l.

21st row. — ♦ K.l, P.l, repeat from ♦ to the last 6 
stitches, cast off 2 stitches, K.l, P.l, K.2. 

22nd row. — (K.l, P.l) twice, cast on 2 stitches, * K.l, 

P.l, repeat from * to the last 2 stitches, K.2. 

Repeat the 1st row sixteen times. 

Using the No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — (K.4, P.3) eight times, (K.l, P.l) three times, 

K.2. 

2nd and alternate rows. — (K.l, P.i) four times, purl to 
the last stitch, K.l. 

3rd row. — (K.4, P.3) eight times, K.l, P.l, cast off 2 
stitches, K.l, P.l, K.2.

I HE BACK. — Using the No. 12 Needles, cast on 128 
stitches. Work exactly as given for the Front, until the 
16th row of the arm-hole has been worked.

4th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) twentyeight times, (P.2 tog., 
K.l) twice, (P.1, K.l) forty'nine times. 

5th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) forty-eight times, K.2 tog., P.1, 
K.2 tog., K.l, (P.1, K.l) twenty 'eight times. 

6th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) twenty'seven times, (P.2 tog., 
K.l) twice, (P.1, K.l) forty 'eight times. 

7th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) forty'seven times, K.2 tog., P.1, 
K.2 tog., K.l, (P.1, K.l) twenty'seven times. 

8th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) twenty'six times, (P.2 tog., 
K.l) twice, (P.1, K.l) forty 'Seven times. 

9th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) forty'six times, K.2 tog., P.1, 
K.2 tog., K.l, (P.1, K.l) twenty 'six times. 
lOth row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) twenty'five times, (P.2 tog., 
K.l) twice, (P.1, K.l) forty 'six times. 

— K.2, (P.1, K.l) forty'five times, K.2 tog., P.1, 
rtC.2 tog., K.l, (P.1, K.l) twenty'five times. 

12th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) twenty'four times, (P.2 tog., 
K.l) twice, (P.1, K.l) forty'five times. Cast off. 

Sew up the Left Shoulder seam. 

THE ARM-HOLE BANDS. — Using the No. 12 Needles, 
with the right side of the work facing, knit up 164 stitches 
evenly round the arm'hole. 

1st row. — K.2, ♦ P.1, K.l, repeat from ♦ to the end of 
the row.

To get these measurements it is absolutely necessary to- 
work at a tension to produce stitches to the inch in 
width. If this tension is not obtainable on the size of 
needle recommended, refer to page 7. 

Cast on 60 stitches loosely, 20 stitches on each of three 
needles. 1st round. — ♦ K.l, P.1, repeat from ♦ to the end 
of the round. Repeat this round three times. 

5th round.— ♦ K.l, P.1, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., repeat from 
♦ to the last 4 stitches. (K.l, P.l) twice. 

Repeat the 1st round five times. 

Work in rounds of plain knitting until the work measures 
12 inches from the commencement. Proceed as follows: — 
♦♦ 1st round. — K.l, K.2 tog. t.b.L, knit plain to the last 
3 stitches of the round, K.2 tog., K.l. 

Work 7 rounds without shaping. ♦♦ 

Repeat from *♦ to ♦♦ twice. * 

Continue without shaping until the work measures 22 
inches from the commencement. 

Commence the heel as follows; — K.l 4, slip the last 14 
stitches of the round on to the other end of the same needle 
(these 28 stitches are for the heel). 

Divide the remaining stitches on to two needles and leave 
for the instep. 

Work 25 rows on the heel stitches in plain, smooth fabric 
(alternate rows of purl and plain, always slipping the first 
stitch purlways on the purl rows and knitways on the knit 
rows). Turn the heel as follows: — 

1st row. — K.16, K.2 tog., K.l, turn. 2nd row. — P.6, P.2 
tog., P.l, turn. 3rd row.— K.7, K.2 tog., K.l, turn. 

4th row. — P.8, P.2 tog., P.l. turn. 5th row. — K.9, K.2 
tog., K.l, turn. 6th row.— P.10, P.2 tog., P.l, turn. 

7th row. — Cast of 11 stitches, K.2 tog., K.l, turn. 

8th row.— P.2, turn. 9th row.— K.l, K.2 tog., K.l. turn. 
lOth row. — P.3, turn; using another needle, K.2, K.2 tog.,

knit up 12 stitches along the side of the heel, knit plain 
across the instep stitches; using another needle, knit up 
12 stitches along the side of the heel, K.4, turn. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — P.2 tog., P.l, "turn. 2nd row. — K.2, turn. 

3rd row. — K.l, purl to the last stitch, K.l. 

4th row. — K.l 2, K.2 tog., K.l, on the first needle; K.26, 
K.l, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.l 2. . 1 . 

5th row. — Like the 3rd row. 6th row. — Knit plaim 

7th row. — Cast on 11 stitches in place of the cast'off 
stitches (placing 6 stitches on to the end of the same needle 
and 5 stitches on to the beginning of the next needle). 
K.11, K.2 tog., K.l, K.26, K.l, K.2 tog., K.ll. 

(Continue in rounds of plain knitting, decreasing as before 
at the end of the first needle and beginning of the third 
needle in every alternate row, until 52 stitches remain. 
Continue without shaping until the foot measures from 
the side of the heel where the stitches were knitted up — 

7 inches for anil dneh foot; 8 inches for a 1 2dnch foot. ^ 
Shape for the toe as follows: — 

1st round. — On the first needle, knit plain to the last 
3 stitches, K.2 tog., K.l; on the second needle, K.1, 
K.2 tog. t.b.l., knit plain to the last 3 stitches, K.2 tog., 
K.l; on the third needle, K.l, K.2 tog., knit plain to the 
end of the needle. 2nd round. — Knit plain. Repeat 
these 2 rounds until 20 stitches remaki. Knit the stitches 
of the last needle on to the end of the third needle. Graft 
the stitches from the two needles together. Thread the 
elastic through the holes at the top.

MEASUREMENTS;— 

Length from top of shoulder 22J ins. 

Width all round at under^arm 40 ins. 

Length of sleeve from under^arm 20^ ins. 

ABBREVIATIONS:— See page 7. 
TENSION;— 

To get these measurements it is absolutely necessary to 
work at a tension to produce 6J stitches to the inch in 
width. If this tension is not obtainable on the size of 
needle recommended, refer to page 7. 

THE BACK. — ^Using No. 7 Needles, cast on 115 stitches. 
1st row.— (Wrong side of work) K.l, ♦ K.5, P.l, repeat 
from ♦ to the last 6 stitches, K.6. 

2nd row. — K.l, * P.5, K.l, repeat from ♦ to end of row. 
3rd row.— K.l, P.l, ♦ K.3. P.3, repeat from ♦ to the last 
5 stitches, K. 3, P.l, K.l. 

4th row.— K.2, * P.3, K.3, repeat from ♦ to the last 5 
stitches, P.3, K.2. 

5th row.— K.l, P.2, * K.l, P.5, repeat from ♦ to the last 
4 stitches, K.l, P.2, K.l. 

row.— K.3, P.l, ♦ K.5, P.l, repeat from * to the last 

3 stitches, K.3. 

7th row.— K.3, * P.l, K.5, repe:t from ♦ to the last 

4 stitches, P.l, K.3. 

8th row. — Like the 5th row. 9th row. — Like 4th row. 
10th row. — Like the 3rd row. 11th row. — Like 2nd row. 
12th row. — Like the 1st row. Repeat from the 1st to 
the 6th rows once. • i v- 

19th row. — K.l, increase once in the next stitch, K;l, 
* P.l, K.5, repeat from * to the last 4 stitches, P.l, K.l, 
increase once in the next stitch, K.l. 
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Continue in pattern, as given from the 1st to the 12th 
rows, increasing once at each end of the needle in every 
12th row, until there are 133 stitches on the needle. 

Work 6 rows in pattern without shaping. Cast off 6 
stitches at the beginning of each of the next 2 rows. 
Decrease once at each end of the needle in the next and 
every alternate row until 107 stitches remain, then in every 
4th row until 103 stitches remain. 

Continue without shaping until the 7th row of the l^th 
pattern has been worked. Shape for shoulders as follows: — 
1st and 2nd rows. — Work in pattern to last 8 stitches, turn. 
3rd and 4th rows. — Work in pattern to last 16 stitches, turn. 
5th and 6th rows. — Work in pattern to last 24 stitches, turn. 
7th and 8th rows. — Work in pattern todast 31 stitches, turn. 
9th row. — Work in pattern to end of the row. Cast off. 

THE LEFT FRONT.— Using the No. 7 Needles, cast on 
67 stitches. 

1st row. — (Wrong side of work) K.l, * K.5, P.1, repeat 
from * to the last 6 stitches, K.6. 

2nd row. — K.l, * P.5, K.l, repeat from ♦ to end of row. 
3rd row.— K.l, (K.5, P.l) twice, P.1, * K.3, P.3, repeat 
from * to the last 5 stitches, K.3, P.l, K.l. 

4th row. — K.2, * p.3, K.3, repeat from * to the last 
17 stitches, P.3, K.2, (P.5, K.l) twice. 

5th row.— K.l, (K.5, P.l) twice, P.2, * K.l, P.5, repeat 
from * to the last 4 stitches, K.l, P.2, K.l. 

6th row. — K.3, P.l, * K.5, P.l, repeat from * to the last 

15 stitches, K.3, (P.5, K.l) twice. 

7th row.— K.l, (K.5, P.l) twice, K.2, * P.l, K.5, repeat 
from * to the last 4 stitches, P.l, K.3. 

8th row. — K.l, P.2, * K.l, P.5, repeat from * to the last 

16 stitches, K.l, P.2, K.l, P.l, cast off 3 stitches, P.l, K.l, 
P.l, cast off 3 stitches, P.l, K.l. 

9th row. — K.2, cast on 3 stitches, K.l, P.l, K.l, cast on 
3 stitches, K.l, P.l, K.l, * P.3, K.3, repeat from * to the 
last 5 stitches, P.3, K.2. 

10th row. — K.l, P.l, ^ K.3, P.3, repeat from ♦ to the last 

17 stitches, K.3, P.l, K.l, (P.5, K.l) twice. 

lltli row. — K.l, (K.5, P.l) twice, ♦ P.5, K.l, repeat from 

* to the end of the row. 

12th row. — K.l, * K.5, P.l, repeat from ♦ to the last 

18 stitches, K.6, (P.5, K.l) twice. 

Repeat from the 1st to the 6th rows once. 

19th row. — K.l, (K.5, P.l) twice, K.2, * P.l, K.5, repeat 
from ^ to the last 4 stitches, P.l, increase once in the next 
I stitch, K.2. Keeping the border of 13 stitches, continue 
in pattern, increasing once at the side edge in every 
following 12th row, whilst at the same time making 2 
button'holes in the 11th and 12th rows, until there are 
70 stitches on the needle. 

Work 4 rows without shaping. Proceed as follows: — 

In the next row, K.3, P.l, K.5, P.l, K.2, P.28, turn. 

Work on the last 28 stitches as follows: — 

1st row. — K.28. 2nd row. — (Right side of work) P.28. 
Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows once, then the 1st row once. 
Cast off. Leave the remaining stitches until the Pocket has 
been worked. 

THE POCKET.— Cast on 28 stitches. 

1st row. — K.l, * K.5, P.l, repeat from * to the last 3 
stitches, K.3. 2nd row. — K.l, P.2, * K.l, P.5, repeat from 

♦ to the last stitch, K.l. 3rd row. — K.l, P.l, * K.3, P 3, 
repeat from * to the last 2 stitches, K.2. 4th row. — Like 
the 3rd row. 5th row. — Like the 2nd row. 6th row. — Like 
the 1st row. Continue until 2 patterns have been worked, 
then work from the 1st to the 11th rows once. Com' 
mencing again on the stitches of the Front, work across the 
row, working across the pocket stitches in place of the 
cast'off stitches. Work 3 rows without shaping. Continue 



working in pattern, increasing once at the side edge in 
the 4th and every following 12th row, whilst at the same 
time making 2 button^holes, as before, in the next 2 rows, 
and every following 21st and 22nd rows, until there 
are 76 stitches on the needle. Continue in pattern 
without shaping until the 6 pairs of button'holes have 
been worked. Work 2 rows without shaping. Cast off 
6 stitches at the beginning of the next row. 

Work 1 row without shaping. Decrease once at the arm' 
hole edge in the next row. Cast off 5 stitches at the 
beginning of the next row. Decrease once at the arm-hole 
edge in the next row, whilst at the same time increasing 
purlways in last stitch. Work 1 row. Proceed as follows: — 
1st row. — K.l, P.2 tog., P.l, ♦ K.l, P.5, repeat from ♦ 
to the last 12 stitches, K.l, P.2 tog., K.l, P.5, K.l, P.l, 
increase once in the last stitch purlways. 

2nd row. — Work in pattern to the end of the row. 

3rd row. — K.l, K.2 tog., K.2, * P.3, K.3, repeat from ^ 
to the last 10 stitches, K.l, P.5, K.l, P.2, increase once 
in the last stitch purlways. 4th and 6th rows. — Like the 
2nd row. 5th row. — K.l, K.2 tog., K.2, * P.l, K.5, repeat 
from * to the last 16 stitches, P.l, K.2, K.2 tog., K.l, P.5, 
K.l, P.3, increase once in the last stitch purlways. 

7th row. — K.l, P.2 tog., P.l, ♦ K.l, P.5, repeat from ♦ 
to the last 16 stitches, K.l, P.3, K.l, P.5, K.l, P.4, increase 
once in the last stitch purlways. Decrease once at the 
arm'hole edge in the 2nd and every following 4th row, 
whilst at the same time decreasing once (inside the border) 
in the 2nd and every following 4th row, until 56 stitches 
remain. CJontinue decreasing (inside the border) in every 
4th row, until 45 stitches remain. 

Shape for the shoulders as follows: — 

1st row. — Work in pattern to the last 8 stitches, turn. 
2nd row. — Work in pattern to the end of the row. 

3rd row. — Work in pattern to the last 16 stitches, turn. 
4th row. — Work in pattern to the last 15 stitches, P.2 tog., 
(K.l, P.5) twice, K.l. 

5th row. — Work in pattern to the last 25 stitches, turn. 
6th and 7th rows. — Work in pattern to the end of the row. 
Cast off 30 stitches. Work 2j inches in pattern on the 
remaining 14 stitches. Cast off. 

THE RIGHT FRONT.— Work to correspond with the 
Left Front, omitting the button'holes and working the 
border and shapings at the opposite ends of the needle. 

THE SLEEVES. — Using the No. 12 Needles, cast on 68 
stitches. 1st row. — * K.2, P.2, repeat from * to the last 
4 stitches, K.2, P.l, K.l. Repeat this row thirty^eight 
limes, decreasing once in the last row. 

Using the No» 7 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.l, * K.5, P.l, repeat from * to the last 6 
stitches, K.6. 2nd row. — K.l, * P.5, K.l, repeat from * 
to the end of the row. Continue working in pattern, as 
given for the Back, increasing once at each end of the 
needle in the next and every following 8th row, until 
there are 99 stitches on the needle. Work 3 rows without 
shaping. Cast off 2 stitches at the beginning of every row 
until 51 stitches remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in the same manner. 

TO MAKE UP THE CARDIGAN.— With a slightly 
damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up the 
side, shoulder and sleeve seams. Sew in the sleeves, 

placing seam to seam. Join together the bands from the 
fronts and sew to the back of the neck. Sew the facings 
in position. Sew the pocket linings in position on the 
wrong side. Sew the pocket borders in position, purl side 
out. Oversew the button 'holes. Sew on buttons to 

correspond with the button'holes. Using the crochet hook, 
work 1 row of d.c. along the lower edge of the Cardigan. 
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
